Messrs. CLaxton, Remsen & HAFre.rinGEr, Phil- 
adelphia, have in preparation “ City Homes, Coun- 
try Houses, and Church Architecture,’’ by Samuel 
Sloan, Architect. It will be profusely illustrated, 
and will contain numerous new and original plans, 
elevations, designs, estimates, &c. It will be a 
thoroughly practical work, well fitted for popular 
use. Trautwine’s “Engineer’s Pocket Book,” 
which was announced by them some weeks ago, is 
rapidly nearing completion. The author, who 
stands in the foremost rank of his profession, has 
been engaged for thirty years in its preparation. 
The calculations are exceedingly numerous, and 
their correctness has been tested with the utmost 
care. The book will be the most complete of its 
kind ever published in this country or in England. 
This firm has a list of more than twenty books in 
preparation. 

Messrs. Caartes Scrisyer & Co., New York, 
have just published ‘‘ The Wonders of Engraving,” 
by George Duplessis, with thirty-four illustrations. 
It forms the new volume of the “ Illustrated Library 
of Wonders.” They have also issued the seventh 
edition, revised and improved, of Archbishop 
Trench’s “ English, Past and Present.’’ The work 
consists of a series of eight lectures, which were de- 
livered to the pupils of the Training School at 
Winchester, and were first published in book form 
sixteen years ago. 

Tae second volume of Darwin’s “ Descent of 
Man” has been issued by Messrs. D. Appleton & 
Co. The same firm have nearly ready “On the 
Genesis of Species,” by St. George Mivart, which is 
said to be the most successful refutation of the 
Darwinian theory yet written. Messrs. Macmillan 
& Co., New York, have the English edition of 
Mivart’s work. 

Taree weeks ago, there was an auction sale, in 
London, of the library of Mr. Pinto, of the ritishB 
Museum, among which were “rare books and tracts 
relating to America and the Indians of New Eng- 
land; the charters, acts, and laws of North and 
South Carolina, Connecticut, Caribby Islands, Mary- 
land, Massachusetts, New Haven, Virginia, &c.; the 
manuscript note and letter books of James Aber- 
crombie, agent for North Carolina in the last cen- 
tury.” 

Owing to the shortness of the notice, American 
collectors had no opportunity of competing for these 
rarities.

It is pub- 
lished in London, and is in the second edition.

Dramatic literature is to receive an addition, in 
a forthcoming “* Memoir of George Holland, the vete- 
ran comedian, with dramatic reminiscences, anee- 
dotes, and a portrait,’ to be published in New 
York. 

Tue leading daily journal published in Turin 
advertises a new edition of the Bible, in twelve 
handy volumes, with notes, and curiously, enough, 
an Italian translation of the Prelectiones on the 
sacred poetry of the Hebrews, by Robert Luwth, who 
was a Protestant Bishop of London, a century back. 
There is also an announcement of a new edition of 
Dante. Who ever saw an Italian newspaper with- 
out that? 

A yew edition of the “Endymion” of John 
Keats, with original designs by Mr. Poynter, an 
able English artist, is being prepared by Messrs. 
Moxon, of London. The illustrations will be photo- 
graphic fac-similes of the original drawings. 


ScHILLER’s sensation-sentimental play of “The 
Robbers” has been translated into Greek, and per- 
formed at the theatre in Athens. Considering the 
abundance of brigandage in Greece, that drama was 
surely unnecessary. 

A new edition, in four volumes, of the works of 
George Berkeley, D.D., formerly Bishop of Cloyne, 
including many of his writings hitherto unpublish- 
ed, with prefaces, annotations, his life and letters, 
and an account of his philosophy, by Alexander C. 
Fraser, M. A., professor of logic and metaphysics in 
the University of Edinburgh, is announced in Lon- 
don ; the work is in three volumes, the life and let- 
ters in one. To Berkeley, Pope assigned “every 
virtue under heaven,” and his memorable predic- 
tion of America (“‘ Westward the star of Empire”), 
which he visited, will never be forgotten in this 
country. 

A new Italian novel, “Shakspeare and His Times,” 
exhibits the poet in the midst of the romantic 
scenes of the events of Queen Elizabeth’s reign. 
Had this author seen “The Youth of Shakspeare,” 
and two other Shakspearian novels by R. Folkstone 
Williams? 

Mr. Henry Morrorp, an American writer, author 
of “Shoulder-Straps” and other works of fiction, has 
a forthcoming novel, entitled “Only a Commoner, 
which is announced by Tinsley Brothers, London. 

Tus “Red River Expedition” has found a histo 
rian in Captain Huysche, who accompanied it as pri- 
vate secretary to the commander, Colonel Sir Garnet 
Wolsley. This book will be published by Macmil- 
lan & Co., London. 

“Kay Spey,” author of a novel, just published, 
entitled ‘‘The Green-Eyed Monster,”’ having been 
advertised as “the author of Mary Powell,” has 
been treated by Miss Manning, owner of the 
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Powell nom de plume, with a rap on the knuckles, 
for taking what was not hers. The result is an ex- 
pression of regret from the publishers of the new 
author. 

Hamitton Arnf and Holme Lee (the latter a 
lady) have each a novel in the press. 


“Tur Son,” a London evening paper established 
in 1792, in which William Pitt sometimes and 
George Canning frequently tried his hand at a 
“leader,” appeared for the last time on Saturday, 
February 25th. For the last twenty-five years it 
had been ably edited by Mr. Charles Kent, a true 
poet. Mr. K. has been its proprietor for several 
years. 

Proressor Extuis Ropinson, who has succeeded 
Mr. Conington in the chair of Latin in the Univer- 
sity of Oxford, has translated the poems and frag- 
ments of Catullus into the metres of the original. 

To a new edition of the life of Miss Jane Austen 
will be prefixed a posthumous novel of hers, called 
“Lady Susan.”’ 

“Taree YEARS’ SLAvery In Pataconia,” by M. 
Guinnard, announced in London, is probably a 
translation. 

JourNALs and diaries of the sieges of Strasbourg, 
Metz, and Paris are appearing, in great abundance, 
in London. 

Marttruew ARNOLD, poet, philosopher, and critic, 
has collected into a volume called “ Friendship’s 
Offering,” a number of articles upon English so- 
ciety, which he had contributed to a London jour- 
nal.. Mr. Arthur Helps has also made a book of 
his recent journalistic articles—“ Conversations on 
War and General Culture.” 

In consequence of the publication of the “ North 
British Review ” having terminated with the Jan- 
uary number, which completes a volume, the 
Leonard Scott Republication Company will substi- 
tute for it the “‘ British Quarterly Review,” the able 
organ of the Nonconformists, established and long 
edited by the late Rev. Dr. Vaughan, twenty-five 
years ago. The first number of the “ North British 
Review” appeared on May 1, 1844, Mr. Thomas 
Constable, son of Walter Scott’s publisher, being 
the proprietor. For a long time it advocated the 
religious and political views of the Free Church 
of Scotland. Not long ago it became the pro- 
perty of a Roman Catholic gentleman, and has now 
died of want of support. The American republica- 
tions of the Leonard Scott Publishing Company 
will include the “Edinburgh,” “Quarterly,” 
“Westminster,” and the “ British Review,” with 
“Blackwood’s Magazine.’? The change is for the 
better. 

Amoxe the ‘‘in the press” works of Harper & 
Brothers are: “ English Premiers from Sir Robert 
Walpole to Sir Robert Peel,’’ by J. C. Earle; Pro- 
fessor Jowett’s translation of the “ Dialogues’’ of 
Plato; “The Natural History of the Strait of Ma- 
gellan;’’ with numerous diaries and other works 
telating to the Franco-Prussian war. 


Apropos of Mr. Charles Darwin’s new work, “The 
Descent of Man and Selection in Relation to Sex”? | 
(two volumes, 12mo., republished by D. Appleton | 
& Co., N. Y.), the “Illustrated London News” of 
March 11 gives a full-page portrait of that eminent 
Writer, whose “ Origin of Species by Natural Selec- 
tion,” published in 1859, has created a new philo- 
sophical and scientific order of investigation called 

Darwinism,” and already highly regarded in Ger- 
many and the United States. 

Mr. Darwin, born on February 12, 1809, is 
grandson of Dr. Erasmus Darwin, author of ‘‘The 
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Botanic Garden” and “ Zosnomia,’’ and his mater- 
nal grandsire was Mr. Josiah Wedgwood, founder 
of the modern English pottery manufactures. 


Cuar.es Reape’s new story, “ A Terrible Tempta- 
tion,” is appearing in Harper’s Weekly. The 
opening chapters hold out abundant promise of a 
most interesting tale. One of the principal cha- 
racters is a queen of the demi-monde, and as most 
of Charles Reade’s later stories were written for the 
purpose of awakening public attention to some 
glaring social evil, it may be presumed that, as the 
present story unfolds, this flaw in all large com- 
munities will be shown in its true light, stripped 
of the gold and tinsel with which it has been the 
special delight of some writers to invest it. 


° OBITUARY. 

Tue death of Rosert Caampers, LL. D., of the 
well-known publishing firm of William & Robert 
Chambers, Edinburgh, is a great loss to literature. 
He was born in 1802; his elder brother, who sur- 
vives him, in 1800. They were educated in the 
schools of Peebles, an ancient royal burgh, on the 
Tweed, and capital of the Scottish county bearing 
the same name. In 1819 William began business 
in a smail way, for his means were limited, as a 
bookseller in Edinburgh, and between 1820 and 
1830 wrote the “Gazetteer of Scotland,” in one 
volume, and “The Book of Scotland,” also in one 
volume. Robert Chambers also entered into the 
bookselling business, at an early age. William 
had taught himself the art of printing, and obtained 
a small printing-press. Robert wrote the whole of 
a small periodical, “The Kaleidoscope,’? which 
William “set up” with his own hands, but it did 
not pay, and was discontinued in 1423. Next, 
Robert wrote “ Illustrations of the Author of Wa- 
verley,” pointing out the original scenes and persons 
of the Waverley novels, which obtained him the 
warm regard of Sir Walter Scott, and also had a 
large sale. Between 1823 and 1830 Robert Cham- 
bers wrote and published the “ Traditions of Edin- 
burgh,” “ Popular Rhymes of Scotland,” “‘ Histories 
of Rebellions in Scotland and Ireland,” “Life of 
James I.,’’ and “ Pictures of Scotland,” and also 
edited “Scottish Ballads and Songs” and “ Bio- 
graphy of Distinguished Scotchmen.” Up to this 
time each brother had a bookstore of his own, but 
they were one firm when Chambers’s Edinburgh 
Journal was established—the first number appear- 
ing on February 4th, 1832—about six weeks in 
advance of the “ Penny Journal,’’ established by 
Lord Brougham’s Society for the Diffusion of Useful 
Knowledge. Chambers’s was a three-cent weekly, 
without engravings; the other was a two-cent 
illustrated journal. But the dearer was also the 
better periodical, and, after nearly forty years, 
during which it has been conducted with equal 
discretion and ability, has the highest character, 
and an immense circulation. It was the pioneer 
of cheap literature. Its success encouraged the 
editors to publish a large variety of educational, 
historical, and biographical works of great merit. 
In the preparation of these, the talent and indus- 
try of Robert Chambers were largely exercised, 
more particularly on the “Cyclopedia of English 
Literature,” “Tracts for the People,’’ ‘‘ Papers for 
the People,” and “ Chambers’s Encyclopedia for 
the People,” a work of great importance, in ten 
volumes, royal octavo, with an atlas. He also 
edited the “ Book of Days,’’ which, like the Ency-

“ Burns,’’ with a biography, in four volames—the 
best edition ever published, The authorship of 





“ Vestiges of Creation,” a boldly speculative work, 
published anonymously, has generally been attri- 
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buted to him. In the firm, Robert Chambers was 
the man of letters ; William the man of business, 
but also the author of several works, including 
two upon the United States, through which he 
made at least one extensive tour. Besides the ex-

THE NEW VARIORUM SHAKESPEARE. 

A New Variorum of Shakespeare. edited by Horace 
Howard Furness. Vol. I. Romeo and Juliet. 
pp. xxiii. 480. Philadelphia: J. B. Lippincott 
& Co., 1871. 

In 1773 was published what is sometimes called 
the first “‘ Variorum.” It may be proper to explain 


the word: it is simp!y an abbreviated term for the | 


usual “ cum notis variorum’’ of the classics. Many 
scholars and critics regard Reed’s edition of 1803 as 
the first Variorum, and the editors of the Cam- 
bridge Shakespeare, vol. ix. p. xxxviii., so call it. 
But the title-page of the book itself says distinctly 
“The Fifth Edition,” and the title-page of the edi- 
tion of 1813 says Sirth edition. It is, however, true 
that Boswell’s Malone’s edition of 1821, although 
sometimes called the Seventh edition, does not so 
call itself. Some confusion arises because Malone’s 
edition of 1790 was, by reason of the quarrel between 
Steevens and Malone, not treated by Malone’s 
enemies as a Variorum, and in the naming of the 
editions is totally ignored by Steevens and his 
publishers. It may, therefore, cause less confusion 
to follow the Cambridge editors and treat the edi- 








New means of illustration, pictorial and artistic, 
had become accepted and popular; a profounder 
scholarship was to be applied to the elucidation of 
the text ; a sound and liberal esthetic culture has 
now had birth; philosophy has added new and 
subtle sources of thought and illustration; new 
editions of the original texts have been produced 
with literal scientific accuracy ; readers have mul- 
tiplied; editions have multipled, so that no work 
of the uninspired mind has been so often in the 
hands of readers for the past twenty-five years, 
alike on the arid plains of Central Africa, in the 
frozen regions of the eternal Arctic ice, in the sultry 
tropics, and on the equable shores of the Pacific 
sea.

It is not 
sufficient to weigh syllables and words, to hunt out 
the occurrence of this or that turn of expression 
in older writers; all this, necessary as it may be, 
can only take the second place in the scale of im- 
portance.’’ “The duty of a collator,’’ says Dr. 
Johnson, “is indeed dull, yet, like other tedious 
tasks, is very necessary ; but an emendatory critic 
would ill discharge his duty, without qualities very 
different from dulness. In perusing a corrupted 
piece, he must have before him ali possibilities of 
meaning, with all possibilities of expression. Such 
must be his comprehension of thought, and such 
his copiousness of language. Out of many read- 
ings possible, he must be able to select that which 


best suits with the state, opinions, and modes of | 


language prevailing in every age, and with his au- 
thor’s particular cast of thought and turn of expres- 
sion. Such must be his knowledge and such his 
taste.” 

In 1770, Mr. Jennens, of Gopsal, Leicestershire, 
edited an edition of King Lear. In his preface he 
says: ‘What the public is here presented with is 
only one play of Shakespeare’s, faithfully collated, 
line by line, with the old as well as modern editions, 
the different readings whereof are given with notes 
at the bottom of the page. This play is published 
asaspecimen. ’Tis, no doubt, a slavish business 
to proceed through so many editions of so volumi- 
nous a writer in the slow and exact manner this 
editor hath done in King Lear, and proposes to do 
in the rest of Shakespeare’s plays.” 

Unfortunately, in 1773, Jennens died, having 
completed, in addition to Lear, only Hamlet, Mac- 
beth, Otheilo, and Julius Cw#sar, and then this 
earliest of variorums came to an untimely end. 

Collations or variorums of single plays have been 
heretofore made, as Macbeth by Dr. Delius, in 1849; 
but his collation went no further than the four folios. 
Prof. Mommsen collated this very play of Romeo 
and Juliet with the exactest diligence, and repro- 
duced the two earliest quartos, and he will be ever 
held in remembrance for this labor of love, but his 
collation comes down only to 1709, ending with 
Rowe’s edition. Dr. Leo’s edition of Coriolanns is, 
indeed, admirable, by reason of his quarto fac- 
simile of that play photolithographed from the 
folio of 1623, from the copy in the Royal Library 
in Berlin, but his text is rather the result of his 
studies, and he calls it “ the modest essay of a be- 
ginner.” Herr Elze, in 1857, printed an admirable 
edition of Hamlet, one that can be safely com- 
mended to all students, but his collation, upon a 
critical examination, has proved inadequate and 
unsatisfactory, mainly because he does not appear 
to have had access to the necessary original sources, 
and was compelled to rely on reprints, and on the 
labors of others. In 1869, Dr. Stratmann, of Kre- 
feldt, well known as the compiler of a dictionary 
of the English language of the thirteenth, four- 
teenth, and fifteenth centuries, collated Hamlet. 
But it also is unsatisfactory from its incomplete- 
ness, inasmuch as, while reproducing the first folio, 
and collating the second, the third folio, 1664, and 
the fourth folio, 1685, and the quartos of 1675, 1685, 
1695, and 1703, are wholly omitted. He collates, 
simply, folios first and second, and the quartos 
down to and including the quarto of 1637, which 
he treats as an independent edition, the fact being 
that it is only a reprint of the undated quarto, some- 
times assigned to 1607, with the spelling and punc- 
tnation somewhat modernized and amended. And 
he gives no collation of any editions from 1709 
until this time. Such collations do not meet the 
requirements of the modern scholar. 
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In 1863-66 appeared what is called the ‘‘ Cam” 
bridge Shakespeare,” in nine volumes. This journal, 
under date of February 15, 1864, has already given 
this excellent edition an extended notice, and it jg 
enough here to refer the reader to that paper. The 
Cambridge Shakespeare is simply scholastic and 
textual, and but little critical or explanatory. But 
it is the foundation stone of all higher criticism, 
and realizes the idea of Jennens znd Dr. Leo. It 
certainly does not deserve the contemptuous treat- 
ment that Mr. Arrowsmith has chosen to put upor 
it. 

From the foregoing brief sketch, the reader will 
learn the difficult and laborious task Mr. Furness 
has set himself; and how has he accomplished it? 
We hazard nothing when we say, first, that Mr, 
Furness has given us a text -_ various readings 
far better than any ever yet presented; a text, the 
result of an entirely new and original collation of 
all the early quartos and folios ; a text which with- 
in itself contains its own means of emendation or 
correction ; second, a body of notes in illustration 
and explanation of that text which gives all that 
has been well done by all his predecessors in all 
time; third, an exact and literal reprint, collated 
fully, of John Danter’s quarto of 1597, a work never 
hitherto accurately and carefully done; fourth, 
copious quotations from the French and German 
wsthetic critics, which give the best results of the 
best minds in all that pertains to the highest art- 
criticisms. 

If the reader will test this, let him turn to the 
appendix, pp. 367-395, where he will find a diseus- 
sion of a famous passage, act iii. sc. ii. line 6, 
“That runaway’s. eyes may wink.’ This is, per- 
haps, one of the cruces criticorum that will continue 
forever to crucify the Shakespearian student. And 
it is not a little curious that it seems to have pre- 
sented no difficulty to our forefathers who read the 
quarto of 1599, it is not in John Danter’s of 1597, 
nor to readers of any of the later quartos, nor to 
the printers or readers of the four folios, nor to the 
poets Rowe and Pops. It arrested no remark until 
1747, when Bishop Warburton, for the first time, 
essayed an interpretation. If the reader will know 
what modern scholarship has done for this cruz 
from 1747 to 1869, let him ponder the pages of Mr. 
Furness. 

We have earned the right to speak of this book 
by reading every word of it from beginning to end, 
and no words of commendation can be too warm. 
The lasting gratitude of every real student of the 
Stratford man will be heartily given to, as it is 
justly deserved by, this genial and faithful “ Shake- 
speare’s scholar.” And sooner or later the victor 
palm of triumph must be his.

The Revelation of John, with Notes, Critical, Ez- 
planatory, and Practical, designed for both Pastors 
and People.

Dr. Cowles frankly admits that he has passed 
without much notice most of the numerous com- 
mentators on this portion of Scripture, and he

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fair presentation. His aim has been to evolve the 
laws of its interpretation out of the book itself, 
out of the already extant prophecies in the Old 
Testament, and out of the history of those times.

Scattered 
through the work are numerous interesting obser- 
vations respecting the early state of the art, and 
those who pursued it.

Some of the numerous writings 
of this lady have become quite popular, and her 
works of fiction are just such as will be generally 
acceptable in the family circle.

Each of these is from James Miller, of New York. 
The “Undine” should be read by everybody who 
has not yet read it. Coleridge lamented that in 
his time it made no deep impression on the public. 
We fancy, however, that since then it has been more 
widely and deservedly appreciated. The “ Artist’s 
Married Life” is a novel somewhat after the man- 
ner of Scott’s ‘‘Tales of my Landlord,” and pur- 
ports to be an old manuscript intrusted by Albert 
Diirer on his death-bed to his friend Pirkheimer, 
with instructions that it should be given to the 
world when all those to whom its contents might 
cause pain were no more. The leading facts in 
the life of the great painter are said to be closely 
adhered to by the novelist. Diirer’s married life 
was not the happiest portion of his career. His 
wife was a vixen and a shrew, and the continual 
annoyance he suffered from her ill temper is said 
to have hastened his death.

She writes pleasantly, but is inclined to descriptive 
and reflective episodes, which increase the bulk of 
the volume and retard the incidents. “By the 
Sea” is a more compact story. The events follow 
each other rapidly, without being checked by pro- 
fuse dialogue, and its religious aim and interesting 
incidents cannot fail to impress the reader.

With many readers it will be sufficient commen- 
dation of this story to say that it is by the author 
of “Emily Chester” and “Opportunity.” The 
first of these has, we are told, reached the tenth 
edition; and the second, the fourth. We are not 
surprised at this, for they are stories that seem 
to be free from the prevailing weaknesses, or char- 
acteristics at least of novels by ladies. They are 
written with vigor, thoughtfulness, and with evi- 
dert care in constructing the sentences and select- 
ing the language, as well as in the order of the 
events. 


The Daughter of an Egyptian King. Translated 
from the German of George Ebers.

Becker's “Gallus” and ‘Charicles’’ are illustra- 
tions of the pleasant manner in which useful infor- 
mation in archeology may be imparted. In the 
present work we have what might be almost 
termed a real novel, and therefore a story much 
more interesting, as such, than those we have 
named; but at the same time there is interwoven 
with it an exhibition of the real or supposed man- 
ners, customs, laws, and government of the An- 
cient Egyptians. The author of the work, George 
Ebers, is a Director of the Museum at Jena, and 
holds a high rank among the antiquarian scholars 
of Germany. We are also informed that he is a 
disciple of Lepsius, and accompanied his expedi- 
tion to Egypt. Mr. Reed, the translator, very 
coolly informs us that he has mutilated the work 
by omitting the series of notes which the original 
contained, establishing the authenticity of the in- 
cidents and descriptions. There ought to be a law 
to prevent such literary barbarity, and we advise 
the translator and the publishers to insert all of 
these omitted notes in some supplemental pages 
as speedily as possible, and save themselves from 
the discredit of reproducing a foreign work by 
omitting the most valuable portion of it.
